‘Fanned by Fifty Mile Gale they 
Cut Out Path of 
Destruction, 


‘MANY FAMILIES ARE

Day and Night to Check 
Flames, 


Halifax, N. S, May 26.—Forest fires 
began their annual devastation yester- 


|day, when, driven by a 60-mile gale, 
\they swept out of the woods back of 
of Purcell's cove and Fer- 
guson'’s cove, two fishing hamlets on 
the western shore of the northwest arm 
and Halifax harbor, destroyed the 
church of England and half a dozen 


houses, rendered as many families 
homseless, threatened destruction to 
the fortifications of York Redoubt, 


Sandwich battery and Spion Kop, and 
left a trail of blackened ruin where 
once existed a most picturesque coun- 
try. 

Civilians and soldiers fought all day 
long and far into the night to save pro- 
perty. Two attachments of 50 men 
each were sent from the citadel. These, 
with the Quebec company, which has 
been stationed at Sandwich battery 
several weeks for practice, and detach- 
ments of the Halifax garrison, who are 
regular at the redoubt, held the flames 
in check, saved the property of the 
fortress and aided rescuing household 
effects. It was with little good result, 
however, for the flames licked up much 
of the stuff as fast as it was carried 
from the houses, At York Redoubt the 
fire leaped the massive embankments, 
swopt over the dry grass of the earth- 
works and set fire to the “altenative | 
post” at Sandwich battery, secluded 
in the thick growth was the fire com- 


mander’s post, where, besides the 
shelter, built of wood, were statuable 
sighting instruments, The soldiers 


saved the {nstruments, but not before 
the building was destroyed. 

Spreading from there to the fire, hav- 
ing control of the whole cliff, it swept 
toward Spion Kop. Here the fighters 
made their last stand, and as far as the 
battery was concerfed, prevented the 
flames entering the forts or affecting 
the magazines, but the woods close 
by was all destroyed. 

The fire department had a stiff bat- 
tle with a brisk fire just outside Point 
Pleasant Park yesterday afternoon.

MGR. BEGIN, ARCHBISHOP 


OF QUEBEC, CREATED NEW 
CARDINAL BY POPE PIUS 


Nome, May 26—-At the secret con- 
sistory held at the vatican this morn- 
ing Pope Pius created 13 new cardin- 
als. A number of bishops of various 
countries also were confirmed in thelr 
sees. At the same time official an- 
nouncement was made of the creation 
of Mgr. Bello, patriarch of Lisbon, as 
cardinal. His name had been reserved 
“in pectore’ at the consistory of 1911

“The government is establishing a most obnoxious and 
pernicious principle” declared Mr. W. F. Nickle, M.P., in the 
commons recently in speaking of the Borden-White legislation 
to reimburse from the public treasury the depositors who suf- 
fered through the failure of the Farmers’ Bank, several years 
ago. Mr. Nickle is a Conservative representing an Ontario 
riding. 
| Many depositors were seriously affected by the bank’s 

failure. Taking advantage of this fact during the 1911 elec- 
tion campaign, some twenty Conservative candidates in On- 
turio—among them Hon. T. W. Crothers, minister of labor 
sought to make it appear that the failure had been due to the 
granting of the charter by the late government, saying nothing 
of the criminal actions of the bank’s mamager which were the 
real and only cause. SS 
| Further than this, they promised their electors that if Mr. 
Porden came to power, depositors would be reimbursed by the 
Dominion. Naturally enough, Mr. Crothers and his friends, 
gained votes through that promise. z 

Following the accession of the Borden government, Sir 
William Meredith, chief justice of Ontario, was appointed to 
determine the responsibility for the bank’s failure. After a 
careful inquiry, he made this statement in summing up his 
findings: ‘The efficient cause of that loss (the loss brought 
by the failure) was the recklessness and fraud of those en- 
trusted with the management of the bank, and not the grant- 
ing of the (Dominion) certificate.” Incidentally it may be 
noted the general manager of the bank is now in the peniten- 
tiary because of his criminal management of the institution’s 
affairs. 

Nothwithstanding this finding, Premier Borden has in- 
troduced leislation under which $1,200,000 of public money 
is to be taken to reimburse the depositors. 

It is not necessary to make any comment other than that 
the course now taken by the government is clearly intended to 
liquidate the political debt. But it is not amiss to repeat 
some of the comments made by Mr. Nickle upon the govern- 
ment’s course. Dealing with the argument of Hon. W. T. 
White, that the cause of the depositors’ losses was the action 
of the late government, Mr. Nickle declared that he could not 
“follow the logic of the minister of finance.’ It was true he 
said, that “if there had never been a government and never 
been a bank, the money would not have been lost. In the face 
of Sir William Meredith’s finding declared Mr. Nickle, as re- 
ported in Unrevised Hansard, page 3663. “It seems to me 
that the government is establishing a most obnoxious and 
pernicious precedent is giving effect to this legislation. .. 1 
think that is a most unfortunate precedent to estbalsh.” 

Mr, Nickle dealt also with the fact that the government 
by this legislation will do for the people of one part of the 
country what it refused to do for people in other paris of the 
Dominion where loss has been caused by bank failures. 
do not believe that there should be one law for one part of the 
country in matters of this sort. My opinion is that this (legis- 
lation) is making one law in one case and another law in an- 
other.” 

No doubt there is general sympathy for those who lost 
through the bank’s failure. But the government's desire to 
hold votes for some of its candidates is scarcely sufficient 
reason for the establishment of an “obnoxious and pernicious 
principle” which will be given effect at the expense of the 
Canadian people as a whole.
